tice as hurtful to the spiritual life of’ the 
church, as it produces division in its social 


alienations, as it tends to obliterate the 
distinction between the church and the world, 
to harden men in sin and to make them to be 
at ease while neglecting Christ. This assem- 
bly would earnestly urge upon all our minis- 
ters to make strenuous efforts through their 
pastoral labors to free the church from these 
practices, and we appeal likewise to our church 


‘sessions in their watchful care over the 


churches to use all diligence to the same end.

ONE OF HIS LATE SUBJECTS WISHES 
TO FIGHT HIM WITH PISTOLS, 


He Also Demands That Bismarck Be 
Hanged and Thinks the Ex-Chancellor 
Ruined Him Socially and Fivancially— 
Dr. Boyce’s Fight for His Pulpit—Three 
Doctors Die in Succession After Attend- 
ing One Woman—General New York 
News. a N 
Nur Tonx, June 1.—[ Special.] Herr Rich- 
ard Goerdeler, a well-known German, who has 
filled many positions and who is at present a 
professor of music at the Pennington Sém- 
inary in New Jersey, has leaped into sudden 
notoriety. It is not usual for one-man to chal- 
lenge a monarch to single combat. He says 
he has sent a challenge to no léss a personage 
than Emperor William II. of Germany. The 
story of Goerdeler’s life as he gives it out is 
quite a romance. If it is true his troubles 
have unbalanced his mind. 

In 1862 Herr Goerdeler was a Lieutenant in 
the Prussian army and was brought at times 
into contact with Bismarck. On one occa- 
sion, the story goes, he learned that the Chan- 
cellor had ordered a cargo of arms to be 
shipped to the Confederate soldiers in this 
country and had expressed a wish that they 
might be satisfactorily used for the purpose 
of boring holes in the Federal soldiers. In 
some way or other Bismarck learned that the 
young Lieutenant had discovered his secret 
and from that moment began to compass his 
downfall. ä 

The first step was to get Goerdeler removed 
from the army, and in this the Chancellor 
easily succeeded. The next step was to ruin 
him socially and financially, and in this, too, 
Prince Bismarck wis successful. Goerdeler 
was engaged to a handsome young girl, and 
Bismarck trumped up a charge of forgery 
against her, and finally induced her to marry 
another. Goerdeler's mother interfered when 
his fiancée was about to be prosecuted, and 
then Bismarck conspired against her, but in 
this case her family connections and the fact 
that she was the wife of a Prussian Judge ren- 
dered even his efforts nugatory. Goerdeler 
had some property, and even out of this the 
unscrupulous. Chancellor -succeeded’ in 
wheedling him. At last the young man, 
driven to bay, determined to hit back, and the 
result was that he wrote a letter to the Em- 
peror in which he told his story and asked for 
the Chancellor’s arrest and trial. To this let- 
ter he got no answer, but Bismarck was soon 
afterward deprived of the Chancellorship and 
‘Herr Goerdeler is said to be convin that 
his old enemy’s fall from power was the direct 
result of his appeal to the Emperor. 

Planning His Enemy’s Ruin. 

Even this amount of revenge, however, did 
not satisfy the ex-Lieutenant. Havi been 
obliged to give up a lucrative position in Ber- 
lin—that of representative of the Northern 
Pacific railroad—he came to this country and, 
soon obtaining employment in the insurance 
department at Albany, set his brain to work 
at planning further schemes for his old ene- 
my’s ruin. He brooded long over the matter,

Hereafter They Will Be Compelied to Pay

A SAVAGE’S COAT OF MAIL, 


Curious Armor of Cocoanut Thread Used 
by Caroline-Islanders. 

The full armor worn by a warrior of the 
Caroline Isiands is one of the most curious 
bits of savage workmanship in the world. 
This suit consists of two separate parts the 
clothing and the cuirass. The clothing, worn 
next to the skin, is made by weaving, or 
rather netting, by hand a web of coarse 
cords twisted out of the husks of the cocoa- 
nut, each cord being tied into a hard knot be- 
tween each mesh. The knots are crowded 
close together, and thicken the cloth so that 
it would not be easy to stab or cut through it. 
It also protects the legs against being torn by 
thorny shrubs or scratched inclambering over 
the sharp coral rocks. 

But the main curiosity in this armor is the 

evlirass, or chest and head protector, the like 
of which is known nowhere else. The woof, 
‘or substance of the cloth, is of cocoanut 
thread the size of wrapping twine, but tightly 
twisted and tough, while the warp upon 
which these are woven is much heavier, so 
that the finished cloth is as thick as our 
heaviest canvas. The threads are crowded 
very compactly together, also, so that no slight 
force would be needed to force a blow through. 
The selvedge is bound over a stout cord and 
ornamented by alternate plaits of black hair 
and yellow fiber. Ornamental designs are 
worked in with horsehair, too. 

The form of. this outer war jacket is still 
more remarkable. It consists of two parts, 
joined into one garment by the bands cover- 
ing the shoulders. Through the round hole 
between the shoulder bands the head emerges, 
while the broad part is folded around under 
the arms on each side and laced firmly to the 
front flap by stout cords. This done, there 
stands crect behind the wearer’s head a fan- 
shaped shield, kept. stiff by its well-bound 
border, and held erect.and fixed by cords pass- 
ing down to the shoulder on each side.

‘Another test shortly to be made, which will 
be watched with much interest, is of a pneu- 
matic dynamite gun, the invention of Mr. J. 
W. Graydon. By his system he proposes to 
make old muzzle-loading smooth-bore guns 
available for the-use of dynamite. The gun 
already has been described in Tus Taisonz. 
It will be remembered by the reader that it is 
asmooth-bore breech-loader, weighing about 
eleven tons, with thirty-two compressed - air 
reservoirs. The charge of dynamite is sub- 
divided into small pellets, which lessen the 
danger from the shock of the explosion of the 
firing charge. The accurate flight of the shell is 
secured by a tapering telescopic tail. It ie 
claimed by Mr. Graydon that the gun can be 
operated by one man and will dend out shells 
containing 600 pounds of dynamite at the rate 
of one a minute and with unvarying accuracy. 
The preliminary tests have been satisfactory 
and a final trial is to be made shortly. Should 
it prove successful, Mr, Graydon will have 
added another tortor to the grim business of 
war.

Ten of the oid Circuit Judges have been re- 
elected, therefore, and Mr. Frank Adams, 
nominated by the Harrison Democrats and 
indorsed by the Republicans, succeeds Judge 
Grinnell, who voluntarily retired and did not 
seek reélection. 

The verdict of the voters is most gratifying. 
It insures a non-partisan judiciary for Cook 
County in the @uture. The result, too, is a 
crushing defeat for the rapacious Cregier- 
Clan-na-Gael combination which essayed to 
obtain control of the bench for sinister pur- 
poses. All their candidates are beaten out of 
sight. This effectually - disposes of that un- 
holy alliance, and the Forrests, Walkers, 
Hutchinsons, Schuberts, Ewings, O’Briens, 
Windeses, and all their motley following stand 
condemned before the public as men without 
influence—a mere greedy horde of would-be 
tax-devourers. They staked their organiza- 
tion, the County Democracy, on the issue, and 
it has been shattered in fragments. In the 
ruins are mingled the remains of that once pre- 
tentious and supposedly powerful organization, 
the Personal Rights League. The County 
Democratic committee pledged itself to the 
support of the ten Circuit Judges seeking re- 
election at the outset, but because the Repub- 
licans would not accept as a nominee for the 
vacancy caused by Judge Grinnell’s retire- 
ment some weakling of the Ewing, McKey, or 
Hutchinson variety the pledges were broken. 
The committee nominated a full ticket 
and tried by appeals to the prejudices 
of some elements of the voting population 
and by trading or trickery to secure the elec- 
tion of two or three of its men. Through 
some mysterious method it secured the in- 
dorsement of the bar committee for one of its 
candidates, of the Personal Rights League for 
two of them, and the triangle branch of the 
Clan-na-Gael for others. But all this wire- 
pulling and plotting came to naught. The 
people pronounced against the combination 
yesterday, and Jonas Hutchinson and Crimi- 
nal Court Lawyer Forrest may as well disband 
their organization. 

Of the Harrison Democrats N can be said 
that they carried out loyally all the pledges 
they made. They showed themselves worthy 
of the trust which the Republicans placed in 
them. This exhibition of good faith is a 
happy omen for the future of the judiciary. 
And may it not point the way to the rescue of 
Cook County from an incompetent, if not cor- 
rupt, administration next November?

Those in the Black Hills, ow- 
ing to the refractory nature of the ores, or for 
some other reason, do not seem to be turning 
out as much tin as it was expected they would. 
Tinplate is made by taking sheets of steel 
or iron of varying thicknesses and dipping them 
in melted tin. Of the cost of the finished 
article, 95 to 97 per cent is chargeable to the 
steel or iron plate and only about 3 or 5 per 
cent to the white metal. Theoretically, there 
is no reason why tinplate should not be made in 
this country. Steel plates can be rolled here as 
well as elsewhere, and tin being duty free 
costs no more here than in England, which 
draws its chief supply not from its nearly ex- 
hausted Cornish mines, but from the Penin- 
sula of Malacca. Yet the attempts made at

But the stories.have been 
contradicted generally a week after their pub- 
lication. Specimens of tin-cups and other 
articles said to be made of American tin put 
ov American steel by American workmen 
have been scattered broadcast, but they seem 
to have been intended mainly for campaign or 
advertising purposes. 

As has been stated, the chief cost of tinplate 
lies in the steel, which is rolled quite thin. 
There is not much prospect of Americans 
making tinplate till American mills furnish 
them the kind of steel they need. Therefore 
the first step should be taken by the big steel 
mills of Pittsburg or of Chicago. They should 
begin to put in new rollers and turn out thinner 
sheets. But they do not seem to be doing so. 
On-the contrary the imports of steel plates 
suited for tinning are increasing. 

This paper would be glad to see the manu- 
facture of tinplate started in this coun- 
try. But if it is to become an American in- 
dustry it wishes that men would quit lymg on 
the subject, and go to work and turn out com- 
mercial tinplate and offer it in the market so 
that American consumerg can get hold of it. 
This has been a cage of “great cry and little 
wool” since last September. One single quo- 
tation of American tinplate in a trade journal 
would be worth more than all this talk about 
„million dollar mulls“ to be started in Balti- 
more or in some Indiana village. Where are 
the 4,000,tons Maj. McKinley promised as a 
starter towards meeting the yearly demand of 
about 350,000 tons? 


A COMPACT BUNCH OF WALKING-DELE- 
GATE FALSEHOODS. 


organizations met Sunday and adopted a se- 
ries of whereases and resolutions. One of the 
former reads as follows: 

Wuereas, It has come to our knowledge that a 
conspiracy has been formed between the man- 
agers of the World's Fair and the Chicago papers, 
the object thereof being to preveat public knowl- 
edge of the discontent among the working classes 
of this city caused by the action of the managers 
of the Fair, which threatens the destruction of 
organized labor inthis city and a serious reduc- 
tion of the wages of all wagoworkers. 

Nothing of the kind has “come to the 
knowledge of the most mousing and prying 
walking delegate. Thatis the first untruth. 
In the next place there is no such con- 


‘spiracy’? or agreement., The word con- 


spiracy is one of frequent occurrence in the 
speeches and writings of the walking delegate. 
It has four syllables to it and it sounds big and 
round. When the delegate is unable to get 
whatever he asks for, he begins to talk of the 
conspiracy of capital, of employers, of news- 
papers, and of “ aristocra 
According to him about all mankind are 
hatching up plots and conspiracies against 
labor, which he is patriotically exposing. 
Whenever he fears he will lose his job he ex- 
poses another plot of the capitalists and 
thus hangs on to a place which gives hima 
living at the expense of others. 

If the object of this alleged conspiracy is to 


the unions and the retusal of one of them, 
which relates to minimum wages, the papers 
have not kept their agreement with their 
fellow conspirators, for they have printed 
fully all they could find about the matter and 
have given the arguments on both sides. 
They could not have done more had they 
been in a conspiracy with the unions to 
give the subject the greatest publicity. So 
this is the third falsehood. And the fourth 1s 
the assertion that there is discuntent among 
the working classes on these accounts, That 
the walking delegates are “discontented ” is 
plain enough, but they are not the working 


j classes, but the meu who live off them. 


It is a falsehood to say that the action of the 
directors in refusing to grant the mini- 
mum wage scale “ threatens the destruction 
of organized labor.“ The latter was built up 
in this country, in England, France, Germany, 
Belgium, and Holland, without any so-called 
„minimum wage scale. How can the con- 
tinued absence destroy organized labor? 
The walking delegates ask the World's Fair 
Directors to do something which has never 
They ask them to do what 
no one else is called on to do and say that if 
the workingmen fail to get it they will lose all 
they have gained without it. 

Hence the statement that this refusal of the 
directors will reduce the wages of wagework- 
ers is a sixth falsehood. Wages are high now, 
though builders have never put this mini- 
mum wage scale clause in their agreements 
with contractors. How are wages to be low- 
ered because that demand of the walking dele- 
gate is still to be left out? And how are the in- 
creased amount of work and the greater de- 


It is xenerally believed that such demand in- 
creases them; that wages are the highest when 
there is the most work to be done and the low- 
est when there is the least. The walking dele 
gates say that will not hold true this year and 
next unless there is a minimum wage scale. 
Of course they do not believe it. 

This string of untruths and others are pub- 
lished by the very papers which are said to be 
in a “ conspiracy to keep the people in ig- 
norance on this topic. They are gotten up in 
the hope that the World’s Fair Directors may 
be bulldozed into doing something detri- 
mental to the interests of the Fair, just as pub- 
lic officers are often by the fear of losing votes. 
It will not work, however. Nor will the di- 
rectors pay any attention to the declarations 
of two labor-union lawyers, one of them who 
was yesterday a candidate for Judge and crazy 
for votes, that the insertion of this mimmum 
clause will not be illegal. Better lawyers 
have told them it will be. But if it were legal, 
the common sense of the members of the 
board teaches them that it would be worth- 
less so far as controlling the contractors is 
concerned, and that it would be injurious: to 
the wageworkers in building trades by induc- 
ing vast numbers to rush into the city from 
Europe, expecting to get the high minimum“ 
wages. 


THE FARMERS OF NEBRASKA, 

The second biennial report of the Bureau 
of Labor and Industrial Statistics of Nebraska 
presents some facts highly pertinent to a dis- 
cussion of the Alliance claims in regard to 
farm mortgages.

ye THE GOLD MOVEMENT. | 
It has already been stated in Tas TMnUnn 


that the balance of our foreign trade .while 


not actually against us has been relatively so. 


The difference in our favor was nearly $60,- 
000,000 less for the first nine months of the 
current fiscal year than for the corresponding 
time ending with March, 1890. This amount 
varies little from the total of our gold exports 
during the last five months, which were more 
than ten times the exports for the first five 
months of last year. The parallel is too close 
to warrant us in regarding it as accidental, 
but the difference in the balance account may 
be said to have been simply the opportunity 
for the drain, for which there were two other 
causes, 

The most significant feature in the move- 
ment was the fact that the outilow was not 
due to a pressure for money with which to pay 
debts due-from merchants in this country to 
Europe. A bill.of exchange could at any time 
have been bought for less than it cost to ship 
the coin, and yet the latter was sent abroad in 
preference. Nor was it exported by bankers 
to pay for exchange previously sold, though it 
was thought early in the season that some of 
the shipments were made for that purpose. 
The big banks on the continent of Europe 
bid up for the gold regardless of the increased 
cost of procuring it, and the Bank of England 
acted in the same direction. The gold was 
wanted for the purpose of fortifying them- 
selves against contingencies, but it could 
not have been procured from us unless 
there was capital here which the holders were 
anxious to transfer to Europe, seeing that for 
the first four months of this calendar year our 
exports of produce and merchandise exceeded 
the imports by $16,584,000. Hence there must 
have been a large realizing upon American 
securities held abroad, or held here on foreign 


account. A piling up of gold in the vaults 


abroad was considered preferable to holding 
these securities. The question is, Would the 
call have been responded to as it was but for 
dissatisfaction with the financial conditions 
here? 

The room for this possible distrust is not 
far to seek. The foreigner who has £1,000 in- 


vested in the United States knows that it is 


reckoned as worth $4,866 in our currency, 
and that he is entitled to this amount when he 
calls for payment of the principal. But if 
this $4,866 be paid him in silver dollars he 
could only sell them for about £750 on the 
London market, and would thus lose £250 by 
the transaction. So long as silver and gold 
are interchangeable here he can always ob- 
tain the gold to remit abroad. But both gold 
and silver coins are a legal tender here at 
their face value, and he knows that the mo- 
ment gold rises to a well-defined premium 
only the silver would be tendered him in 
payment, and he would be a loser to the tune 
of some 25 per cent on the transaction. It may 
besaid that.in the event of gold going to a 
high premium on account of our settling 
down to a silver basis the nominal prices of 
stocks and other securities would rise in pro- 
portion. But that would not be the case with 
money loaned norwith some other forms of 
investment, while the feeling of uncertainty 
in regard to the effect of such a change might 
Jead to the retiring of some funds which would 
not be jeopardized by it. 

Leading financiers have expressed the opin- 
ion that there is no direct relation. between 
the gold exports of the last few weeks and the 
silver policy of ‘the United States. They 
may be right in reference to the policy so 
far as outlined by law and recent utter- 
ances by the President, while ignoring the 
gathering cloud of distrust which is forming 
around the news of growing pressure to be 
exerted next year by the Farmers’ Alliance 
and kindred associations for an unlimited sil- 
ver coinage: There can be no reasonable 
doubt that if the financial world once becomes 
convinced that such a suicidal policy is likely 
to prevail there will bea rush to realize on 
foreign holdings sufficient to precipitate on 
the country all the evils of such unlimited 
coinage before the policy had been actually 
declared adopted by a popular vote. This is 
the abyss into which the silverites are striving 
to drive the American people,.and probably 
nothing but the belief that the good sense of 
the Nation will avert such a calamity prevents 
the rush from bemg in progress at the present 
moment, 


AN AIRSHIP DYNAMITE HURLER. 

There comes news from Maxim, who has in- 
vented some of the most deadly weapons now 
in use, to the effect that he has in contempla- 
tion a death-dealing monster which will eclipse 
all others now in use, and revolution- 
ize the entire art of war, if not 
make it absolutely impossible in the 
future. He proposes to solve the problem 
by the possibilities of aerial navigation—in 
other words, by a combination of balloon and 
dynamite. For two years he has been en- 
gaged upon his scheme. His propelling 
power is steam, which will be generated in a 
Whitworth steel boiler by petroleum. The 
mode of propulsion is by two huge wooden 
screws eighteen feetin diameter, which will 
revolve with great rapidity. The inventor 
says with much confidence: “Ihave built a 
motor weighing 1,800 pounds which will lift 
40,000 pounds. The weight of my engines, 
generator, condenser, water supply and pe- 
troleum, and two men is 5,000 pounds. So 
you see what a margin 1 have left.” He says 
further that he will test his machine as fol- 
lows: 

It will be placed at an angle of about one foot 
in eighteen inches on a railroad track twelve feet 
wide. At thirty miles an hour it will barely skim 
along, the pressure of the air underneath it being 


then equal to one pound for each square foot, or 
just sufficient to lift it. At thirty-five miles an 


bour it will begin to rise, and as thé speed in- 


creases ft will mount higher and higher. When 
you want to descend you will slacken speed, or if 
you wish to proceed in a straight line a certain 
height you como back to thirty miles an hour. It 
can be done as sure as fate. {have spent $45,000 
already upon it, and I did not enter upon the 
work until I was convinced that the idea was 
practical. 

Assuming that Mr, Maxim’s huge airship 
will rise and can be kept under control he 
suggests as one of its practical uses the drop- 
ping of dynamite upon cities, fortifications, 
armies, or vessels. He holds out this cheer- 


ful prospect : 
of France, sail through the air across the 
channel, and drop half aton of nitro-glycer- 
ine upon an English city I can revolqtionize

At the recent farmers’ convention in Ohio 
the wool-growers were well represented, and 
the. dispatches from Columbus stated that 
they were much depressed because of the 


| very low price of wooland the downward 


tendency of the market.“ 

These farmers had been assured by McKin- 
ley & Co, that by piling more duties on the 
mixing wools of the woolen manufactures 
their own fortunes wouid be made at the ex- 
pense of the consumers, Well, the taxes on 
mixing wools were pushed up to about 100 per 
cent by the new tariff as construed by an 
And the 
result is that Ohio wool has largely declined 
in price. Whatever increased duties have been 
levied on the woolen manufactures have 
been deducted by them from Ohio and Michi- 
gan wool. Instead, then, of compelling the 
woolen factories to pay those onerous duties 
on their essential raw materials they make 
the Middle States wool-growers pay it by de- 
ducting the increased wool tax from the 
former price paid for their wool. This is the 
logical: outcome of the McKinley-Delano- 
Lawrence-Harpster selfish, grasping inter- 
ference with the natural laws of trade. As 
McKinley is a candidate for Governor as a 
reward for his wool tariff, his  flock- 
master supporters look grave and some of 
them blue. In connection with this wool 
business certain statements that are found in 
last week’s trade journals concerning foreign 
sales of carpet wool should be read. Says the 
American Wool Reporter: 


The East India sales at Liverpool opened quiet- 
er at 8 per cent decline, and in some cases lower 
than that. Even at the reduced figures, however, 
we are prohibited from using these wools on ac- 
count of the tariff, so that the foreign carpet man- 
ufacturer has still further advantage over us in 
securing cheaper raw material. In past years 
domestic carpet manufacturers have taken from 
3,000 to 6,000 bales at these sales. Now they cuu- 
not touch them. 

The Boston Commercial Bulletin speaks of 
the same sales as follows: 

Americans are forbidden to buy these wools by 
the duty of 100 per cent imposed by the sorting 
clause. The large stock and the cessation of the 
American demand were nuts to the British mill 
man, who got his wools ata decline of 2 cents a 
pound. Kandahar crept down to 8d, the lowest 
price known for years, 


RECENT FIRE LOSSES, 

The fire losses in the United States last 
month were tremendously large. The total 
loss was more than double that for the cor- 
responding time last year. It was distributed 
as follows:

The largest a eds forest fires in New 
Jersey, $875,000; Michigan, $2,000,000; Wis- 
consin, $1,900,000; Minnesota, $1,000, 000, and 
Pennsylvania, $1,500,000, The total is $7,275,- 
000, or nearly a third part of the entire loss by 
fire for the month, The forest fires were all 
the more deplorable as the destruction in- 
volved was not limited to the usual burning of 
timber, but took in sawmills, farms, and even 
villages. It is a terrible amount of loss and 
human misery to be credited to mere careless- 
ness, which there can be no doubt was the 
real cause in every case. And the other two- 
thirds was in large part due to carelessness, 
though other causes may be assigned in the 
official reports. Much of it might have been 
prevented by the exercise of due caution on 
the part of those directly responsible for the 
safety of the property, and the rest was due 
to lack of forethought on the part of others.

No 
one denies that Utah has a_ sufficient 
population numerically to 
to admission, and it would have been ad- 
mitted in all probability last year had it not 
been for the disloyal and immoral character 
of the Mormon Church and its members. The 
people of this country will demand some 
other proof, however, that polygamy has been 
abandoned than the purchase of a Mormon 
newspaper by a Gentile Democratic syndicate 
for partisan purposes. Such a business deal 
as this is entirely compatible with the contin- 
ued existence of polygamy and with the use of 
Mormon polygamists as Democratie voters. 
The Democrats have been willing to admit 
Utah any time this twenty-five years past, 
polygamy and all. The Mormon iniquity has 
found constant and conspicuous apologists 
among Democratic partisan leaders in Con- 
gress and out of it, and all practical legisla 
tion for the suppression of the Mormon har- 
ems has been inaugurated by Republicans. 
The purchase of a Democratic Mormon news- 
paper by Gentile Democrats therefore is 
not to be taken as a demonstra- 
tion that polygamy has been aban- 
doned. It yet remains to be seen whether 
that be the case. The preconcerted agitation 
on the part of the Democratic press for the 
admission of Utah is inspired entirely by the 
hope of securing another partisan Democratic 
State, regardless of the conditions of polyg- 
amy. Until that accursed institution is ex- 
tirpated, however, and there is ample proof 
that it has been accomphshed, the people of 
this country will not listen to any suggestions 
for its ad mission. 

There is but one way in which Utah should 
get into the Union, and that way is by incor- 
poration with its western neighbor, Nevada. 
The latter is a decadent State. Its population 
and resources have diminished below the point 
that a minimum State should have, and appar- 
ently the decline cannot be arrested except by 
some miraculous discovery of water which 
shall attract and hold settlers. Once in asa 
State it cannot be got out, and it must remain 
as a rotten borough. To annex Utah to it 
would increase thes former’s population, aid 
the Gentiles in coping with the Mormonism, and 
would rescue Nevada from its present decay- 
ing condition. If there are any methods by 
which that rescue can be expedited they would 
be all the more open to discovery were Nevada 
and Utah one State. If this union cannot be 
effected then Utah must remain as it is under 
the Federal Government until a rigid autopsy 
has demonstrated thedeathof Mormon lust and 
disloyalty, which would take on a new growth 
by admitting it as a Democratic State with 
the right to do as it pleases. If objection 
should be made to the union of.

A TRAIN DERAILED IN TURKEY AND

‘The Victims Taken to a Rendezvous in the

the cars to dash on to a possible destruction. 


When the Eastern express reached the 
spot the, engine tumbled over on its 
side, dragging over with it the tender, a bag- 
gage-car aud all the third-class passenger 
coaches. The first-class passenger cara, luck- 
ily, did not follow the other part of the train, 
but remained safely on the road. When the 
train was thus disabled the brigands rushed 
forward, uttering loud yells and brandishing 
their guns in a most threatening manner, and 
boardéd the cars. . 

Several of the passengers resisted the attack 
made on them by the brigands, who rephed 
with a volley from their guns and dangerously 
wounded one of the men who sought to re- 
pulse them. The outlaws finally overcame 
the occupants of the cars and proceeded to 
plunder them, stripping the travelers of all 
valuables and looting their baggage. When 
the brigands ended their work of robbery they 
seized four of the passengers in the first- 


class cars and also the engineer of the |.

| MUST PUT UP A BARRIER, 


English Working People Alarmed at the 
Influx of Jews. ! 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] . 

London, June 1.—The exodus of the Jews 

from Russia still continues. According to the 
local papers the warm sympathy expressed in 
England for the expatriated Jews has called 
into existence a society for the assistance of 
wholesale emigration to this kingdom. The 
society has appointed an Executive commit- 
tee, which is negotiating with the Baltic 
Steamship line for the carriage of a large 
number of the poorest class of Hebrews from 
Liba and Riga to London. Four steamers 
are engaged in this work, and it is calculated 
that 60,000 Jews will be landed in the Thames 
before the closing of the navigation of the 
Baltic Sea. 
* The society hopes that rich London mer- 
chants of the Jewish persuasion will assist 
the refugees until occupation has been found 
An Odessa correspondent says: 
If one asks twenty Jewish emigrants whither 
they are going, fifteen will reply to England. 
The fact that they will land penniless seems 
not to deter them from running the risk. If 
no barrier be raised against this wholesale in- 
flux of a mass of Polish and Lithuanian Jews 
to London,’it will within a few years shelter 
them in one of the hugest ghettos of any 
capital in Europe.” 

During last Saturday and Sunday eight 
ships arrived crowded with European emi- 
grants. London is being inundated with 
them. The alarm among the laboring classes 
is increasing daily, because these newcomers 
will work for almost nothing and so throw 
native workmen out of employment. A 
great popular movement in favor of following 
the example of the American Immigration 
law or even one still more restrictive will 
soon assume large proportions. 


WILL LOSE HIS HEAD, 


A Chinese Diplomat Condemned to Death 
for Swindling. 

Parts, June 1.—Advices received here from 
Peking state that Tcheng-Ki-Tong, who was 
acting first secretary of the Chinese Legation 
in London and in this city, has been con- 
demned to death. 

It is believed here that this sentence is the 
outcome of the diplomat’s action while in this 
country. Tcheng-Ki-Tong had for six years. 
acted as secretary of legation here and in 
London, and his life in this city, where he 
spent the greater portion of his time, was 
marked with many forms of extravagance. 
During the early part of this year the London 
Times published a dispatch coming ostensibly 
from Li-Hung-Chang; the Chinese Prime Minis- 
ter, authorizing —Tcheng-Ki-Tong to negotiate 
for his. government a loan of 47,000, 000. 
Tcheng-Ki-Tong opened negotiations with two 
banks in London and a bank in Paris to fur- 
nish loan. While the negotiations were in 
p Tcheng-Ki-Tong was suddenly re- 
called. and he afterwards sailed from Mar- 
seilles for China to the great sorrow of a large 


-number of creditors whom he owed immense

A Horrible Rite That Was Carried Out with 
Much Ceremony. 
Boston Journal: Women in Fiji theoreti-

A man was not considered complete 
in this world without his wife, nor could he 
pass into the next unless she accompanied 
him.

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| HEARING OF THE BACCARAT SCANDAL 


IN JUSTICE COLERIDGE’S COURT. 


Sir William Gordon-Camming Denies That 
He Was Guilty of Sharp Practice in the 
Game at Tranby COroft—H, R. H. the 
Prince of Wales Occupies a Place on 
the Bench—Fashionable Women Crowd 

(erECIAL CABLE.) 

London, June I1.— What will probably 
prove the most exciting cause célébre of the 
season if not of recent years was begun to- 
day before Lord Chief Justice Coleridge and 
a special jury, it being the notorious baccarat 
case, in which Sir William Gordon-Cummmg 
is the plaintiff and the Prince of Wales the 
most interesting if not the chief witness. Be- 
tween 10 and 11 o’clock this forenoon hand- 
some equipages, with monograms and crests, 
private hansoms, and broughams were con- 
stantly arriving at the pile on the north side 
of the Strand, under the shadow of the hide- 
ous griffin which marks the: site of Temple 
Bar, ana depositing the lucky possessors of 
tickets signed by the Lord Chief Justice of 
England which would admit them within the 
precincts of the court in which the most sen- 
sational trial of the day was to occur and in 
which a Baronet, who is also an officer wear- 
ing the uniform of the Queen, is fighting for 
his honor and his good name. The scene re- 
sembled a first night at the theater when some 


long expected play is aboutto be produced 
rather than the staid and dignified entrance 


to a court of law. 

From the bustle of the stréet to the scene of 
the trial there was a marked contrast. A po- 
liceman stood at the door, and in spite of the 
attempts of a. few of the 18,000 people who had 
applied for permission to occupy the 250 or 
300 seats the court afforded, allowed no one 
without the necessary permit bearmg the auto- 
graph of Lord Coleridge to pass. As the hour 
drew near for the commencement of the pro-

Sir Edward Clark 1 ow his address on be- 
half of Sir William. e case, he said, might 
be reduced to this question: Did Sir illiam 
Gordon-Cumming cheat at cards or did he not? 
The question was a most serious one involv- 
ing as it did the honor and. the reputation, 
and, in fact, the whole career in the 
future of a man who a distin- 

uished literary career, who was now a 

ieutenant Colonel in the Scotch Guards and 
for a period of many years had enjoyed the 
friendship not only of the Prince of Wales 
but of many other eminent persons in 
land. Suddenly, almost without any warning, 
he was brought face to.face with a charge of 
cheating at cards, made by one or two of his 
oldest friends. In the opening of the case, 
said Sir Edward, he wished, as far as it was 
possible for him to doso, to avoid making any 
comment upon those who were concerned in 
the charge, but if he should find it necessary 
he would make such comments as he deemed 
fit at a later st in the proceedings. He 
then went on to describe the party which met 
at Tranby Croft during the Doncaster race 
meeting in September, 1890; and next ex- 
plained for the benefit of the jury how the 
game of baccarat is played. He said that the 
baccarat bank at Tranby Croft was limited to 
£100, and that when that sum had been lost 
the game was at an end. There was no bac- 
carat table at Mr. Wilson’s, and sothree card 
tables were placed close together for the pur- 
poses of the game. 

The Prince Must Testify.

AND ITS EFFECT ON POLITICAL OR- 
GANIZATIONS IN INDIANA. 


Likely to Harm the Republicans in the 
West, Where Cranks Are Pientifal—Si- 
lence of the Democratic Press on the 
Indiana Apportionment Suit— Niblack 

a Trying to Allay the Discontent Over the 
Tax Bill, 

Inp1anaPotis, Ind., May 30.—A day or two 
ago meeting one of Indianapolis’ most prom- 
inent attorneys, a Republican who has ren- 
dered signal service on the stump in a dozen 
campaigns, [ asked him if there was anything 
new in politics. 

Les,“ he said, “we have a new party. 

Hadn’t you heard of it before? It was born 

the other day at Cincinnati. The effect of it 

is hard to estimate, composed, as it is, of ele- 
ments the force and influence of which are to 

a large extent unmeasured. That it will cut 

a considerable figure, however, I am con- 

vinced, There are always enough cranks 

to hold the balance of power, and 
in this People's party there ap- 
pears a length, breadth, and spirit of mischief 
sufficient to do somebody some damage. 

Something of this volume and power can be 

gathered from what it has already done. It 

defeated Ingalls and elected the nondescript 
and picturesque Peffer in Kansas. In Nebras- 
ka it outvoted the Republicans. In Iowa, 

Michigan, and Wisconsin it showed a formid- 

able following. In South Carolina it defeated 

Wade Hampton, and Senator Vance in North 

Carolina only saved himself by knuckling to 

it. My observations lead me to believe that 

this movement threatens greater danger to 
the Republican party than to the Democratic 
party. Where it has any effect it will affect 
the Democratic party where it can afford it, 
and it will affect us where we can’t afford it. 

The only good I can see that can come out 
of it is it may tend toward the solution of the 
race probiem in the South. Under present 
conditions in the late Confederate States the 
negro is a political nothing. He will always 
remain sach while parties are divided on the 
old issues. In the approaching contest there 
will be new conditions and new issues. It 
will no longer be the white man against the 
black, but the whites will divide, and there 
will be the Farmers’ Alliance against the old 
time Bourbons, but they will all remam Dem- 
ocratic. With the whites divided, the colored 
man will become an object of interest; Under 
the conditions that are likely to arise the 
blacks are sufficiently numerous to hold the 
balance of power in every Southern State. 
They will therefore become objects of the 
greatest interest and solicitude. Neither party 


maltreat the negro for political reasons. In- 
stead of the old bill of faré—shooting, whip- 
ping, burning, hunting with hounds, etc.— 
the negro vote will be cultivated and protect- 
ed; and the negro will assume an importance 
that he could never acquire under the old con- 
ditions. Should all this come to pass it would 
scarcely decrease the certainty that in the

They are fellows who 
would never be heard of if times were always 
good. They are the excrescences and nui- 
sances who grow luxuriantly in a soil that is 
fertilized with a mixture the ingredients. of 
which are mortg „ hard times, debt, fail- 
ure of crops, grasshoppe yellow-fever, and 
smalipox. And then the history of politics 
shows that the Republican party always suf- 
fers most from any single-idea movement. 
The Prohibition party always got four Repub- 
lican recruits to one Democrat. It is the same 
way with the silver cranks, the subtreasury 
idiots, and the Farmers’ Alliance Ishmaelites. 
The trouble with our party is, it prides itself 
too much upon its ‘thinking,’ and in order to 
emphasize this superier faculty too many of 
them think they have to get up and kick over 
the traces. The difficulty with such is that 
their ‘thinker ’ is too small and for that reason 
I have always maintained that in politicsa 
condition of absolute idiocy is preferable to a 
small amount of information coupled with an 
utter lack of common sense. 

»One serious difficulty that I see in the way 
of this People’s party business is the variety 
and antagonism of the interests represented.

ORIGIN OF GERRY MANDER. 


How a Much-Used Political Term Came 
Into Being. 

The word Gerrymander has been so 
mach used of late at the State House and in 
the newspapers in relation to the dividing of 
the State into Congressional districts that its 
origin is a matter of interest. It has been a 
political term employed in this country from 
the year 1812, 

After a bitter contest for power in Massa- 
cliusetts between the Federalists and Demo- 
crats, the latter succeeded in 1811 in electing 
their candidate for Governor, Elbridge Gerry, 
and a majority of both houses of the Legisla- 
ture. 

In order to secure the election of United 
States Senators in the future it was important 
to perpetuate this possession of power, and 
measures were taken to retain a Democratic 
majority in the State Senate in all future 
years. i 


~The Senatorial distriets had been formed 


without any division of counties. This ar- 
rangement, for the purpose alluded to, was 
now disturbed. The Legislature proceeded to 
rearrange the Senatorial districts of the State. 
They divided counties, in opposition to the 
protests and strong constitutional arguments 
of the Federalists, and those of Essex and 
Worcester were so divided as to form 
a Democratic majority in each of these 
Federal counties, without any * regard 
to convenience or propriety. The work was 
sanctioned and became a law by the signature 
of Gov. Gerry, for which act the opposition 
severely castigated him through the newspa- 
pers and at public g | 

In Essex County the arrangement of the 
districts in-relation to the towns was singular 
and absurd. Russell, the veteran editor of the

If Dr. Briggs Goes Out His Associates 
Ought to Go Too, 

Dr. Patton’s report looks like trimming, 
and trimming will be far worse for the Pres- 
byterians than any doctrines which Dr. 
Briggs and his sympathizers may entertain 
and proclaim. The issue between bis party 
and the party of the Westminster Confession 
is square and open, and it must be met 
squarely and openly; whatever the result of 
the battle.
